A Step in the Right Pirection. 

The action of the city council, in ap- 
proving the new plan for giving Atlanta 
a joint city and county building, is one 
which will be approved by all good citi'- 
zcns. 

The question of providing new* quarters 
for the transacticn of public business 
had reached a stage requiring settlement. 
Already there were signs of entanglement 
between. the varied interests of the city 
and county, which threatened to become 
serious. That each interest was repre- 
sented by mea having the good of the 
community at heart was evident, but 
disaster was. probable if disagreement 
becazue fixed. With the conservatism 
characteristic of Atlanta, the repre 
sentatives of city and county came to- 
gether, and agreed upon a plan promisiug 
the best results. The wisdom of that 
plan is best attested by the fact that the 
city council, by a unanimous vote, should 
have voted for it in its preliminary stage. 
That the county authorities will meet the 
city authorities in the same spirit, Is 
already assured by their action at the 
recent copzerence. 

The p'an proposed is that the present 
courthouse site shall be retained; that a 
joint building, for the ‘use of both city 
and county, shall be erected, and that the 
building to replace it shall be worthy of 
the city in which it is to be built. 

So far, the negotiations have developed 
nothing but what is favorable to the 
adoption of this plan. Its future rests 
with men in whose hands the interests of 
Atlanta and Fulton county are safe. 
Such being the case, The Constitution 
looks with pleasure on the work already 
aceomplishec, and hopes for a conclusion 
which will redound to the credit of At- 
lanta.

What was done then under such unfavorable 
surroundings can be done now under the 
sunshine of peace.

Let the farmers raise all 
they consume at home, But they should not 
ston at this. ‘hey should raise enough of 
food—of bacon and greens, of hog and homi- 
ny—for everybody in the south, There will 
be no freedom and financial safety until that 
is done. 

Higher prices must continue through thg 
year until the advanced fall. What will the 
farmers do about it? Wisdom replies—ruaise 
all you eat, for man and beast. Wheat, corn, 
rye, oats, roots, beef, mutton (down with the 
lousy, consuming, killing dogs), hogs, fowls, 
etc., are the things to raiso and do nut for- 
ret it for a day. 

The fact that we raised all our food 
supplies during the war, when all the 
whites were at the front except the old 
men and boys, shows what we can do 
when we try. There is no earthly reason 
why we should not produce all our food 
stuffs, and keep most of our money at 
home. Make this our settled policy, and 
the south will very soon be one of the 
richest regions on the globe.

President Hayes treated the south bet- 
ter, probably, than any other republican 
would have done in his position.

This was 
bad enough, but he does not bear alone 
the responsibility which, in point of fact, 
should be borne by the supreme court of 
the United States, and the conspirators 
who hatched the deal and tlren deserted 
the beneficiary. 

The Silver Question. 

Next Thursday the Cate bill, providing 
for the repeal of the silver act of 1890, 
will come up in the house for considera- 
tion, and we understand that a most 
tremendous pressure has been brought 
to bear on the democrats to induce them 
to support this measure. 

The question, however, which must be 
considered by every democrat in the 
house, and especially by those who repre- 
scent the democrats of Georgia and the 
south, is not alone the repeal of what is 
known as the Sherman law. Of itself, 
and by itself, that act has small merits. 
No democrat voted for it, and the demo- 
cratic platform demands its repeal. But 
the act is at present entang)<ii with 
another question that is of far more im- 
portance—a question that goes deeper 
and reaches farther tha: any other cur- 
rent political question of the hour. The 
democratic platform demands the repeal 
of the Sherman law, but it goes beyond 


this, and deciares that every dollar shall 


be as goo as any other dollar—it declares, 
in fact, for the purity of the silver dollar, 
& result that can only be reached through 
frce coinage at the mints. Therefore, the 
whole democratie declaration on the 
financial issue should be considered. 

It is the ‘merit of the silver’ law, as it 
now stands, that it provides a steady 
flow of currency, and prevents the con- 
traction which the money power put in 
operation (with a tremendous panic) in 
1873, but which was relieved by the 
Bland-Allison act of 1878. The Sherman 
law stands in the way of the purposes of 
the contractionists, and it is for this 
reason they are bringing such a tremen- 
dous pressure to bear on democratic 
congressmen to vote for its repeal. It 
has added $128,000,000 to the eurrency 
of the country since August 14, 1890. 

In the face of this situation, democratic 
congressmen are aske¢ to vote for the 
unconditional repeal of this law, and to 
shut their eyes to the consequences. 
What will these consequences be? Will 
the people be treated to a repetition of 
the disasters that followed the financia, 
panic of 1873? These are questions that 
every democratic congressman should ask 
himself. With the unconditional repeal 
of this law, silver bullion would strike 
bottom, dragging down, as it did in 1873, 
the value of agricultural products first, 
then other commodities, and then the 
valne of real estate? Does any demo- 
cratic congressman from Georgia or the 
south desire to incur responsibitity for 
such a ruinous collapse? 

‘The Constitution has never been in 
favor of what is known as the Sherman 
law, but it is the only law that recognizes 
silver as money or as a basis of circula- 
tion, and its unconditional repeal would 
be almost certain to depreciate the silver 
and its paper representative. No ade- 
quate substitute has yet been offered. 
When it is, The Constitution will hasten 
to urge the repeal of the present silver 
act. But a substitute, to be adequate— 
to be satisfactory to the overwhelming 
majority of the democratic voters of the 
south and west--must provide for a 
larger use of silver, and must cease to 
treat it as a commodity. There is at 
present no such substitute before con- 
gress, nor is there likely to be, unless 
the free-coinage democrats take the bull 
py the horns and compel a reasonable 

ompromise.

»- iad Now ft Remains for the County Com- 
mission to do Likewise—General 
Council News 


Atlanta’s new city hall will be one of the 
10st magnificent structures in the south. 
And alongside the building will be the 
ome of the county so much like it that the 
asual observer will not realize that he is 
king at two buildings instead of one. 

When the general council was in session 

esterday afternoon, Mr. Meador, chairman 
f the special committee on city hall, sub- 
nitted @ report, That report showed that 
he special committee composed of Mr.

In 
his report Mr. Meador said that the gen- 
tlemen compusing the yarious committees 
bad discussed the matter fully, and that it 
Was deemed best by all to erect a grand 
Duilding for both the city and the county 
‘mt the lot now occupied br the city hall, 
' “Some of us thought,” said Mr. Meador, 
“that a more desirable location could have 
been secured, but the committee as a body 
felt satisfied with the present location of 
the county courthouse, and we finally came 
to the conclusion indicated in the resolu- 
tion which accompanies the report. That 
resolution was adopted at the joint session, 
and speaks for itself. We transmit it to 
the council with this, our report, and sug- 
gest that that report be adopted.”

Ready to Report. 


THE BOARD WILL MEET TOMORROW 


A Very Interesting Showing for Georgia. 
The Four Geological Formations. 
Spencer’s O. K. 


The Georgia geglogical department will 
be hear¢ from at the meeting of the state 
board tomorrow. 

There has never been a complete report 
of the work of the state geologist and his 
assistants, but Dr. Spencer, chief of the 
department, says it has not been the fault 
of the department. 

He says he had quite a ponderous and ex- 
tensive report ready for publication last 
year with maps and Mustrations, but de- 
clares that it was not published by a vote 
of the state board of geology. 

The recent petition from hundreds of 
prominent citizens and leading miners of 
the northern and eastern part of the state 
for the removal of Dr. Spencer from the 
office of state geologist because they thought 
that section of the state was not receiving 
proper attention from the department un- 
der the guidance of the state geologist, will 
come up for consideration at the ‘\neeting 
of the board tomorrow. That is really 
what the meeting is for—to settle the mat- 
ter one way or anotier. 

When the petition first came before the 
board for consideration, it was decided to 
call upon the state geologist for a full re- 
port of his work before any decision was 
reached. That report was to be brought 
before the board at the next meeting. 

Full of Interest. 

- ‘The t that the officials of the geolog- 
fcal bureau will make ‘to the board 
cover the entire work that has been done 
by them since the department was estab- 
ished a few years ago. ee 

in eu ull. of -jnterest to wterybody. 
Jt will be voluminous, covering thousands 
of pages, for it is full of statistics and 
mirute descriptions of formations here 
there about the state, 

Dr. Spencer has found that Georgia, 
just a little unlike “omnis Galia,” is di- 
vided into four parts from a geological view. 
. The accompanying map of the state geo- 


logitaTly apeaking, illustrates the general 
make-up of the state, The little dark cor- 
her of the state shown on the map by “A” 
is called among geologists the paleozoic ter- 
ritory. Jt is the section where all of the 
iron ores are found and it is the region to 
which Dr. Spencer has devoted most of his 
—— attention because of his belief that 
t is the most important region to be 
searched by science of all portions of the 
state. “There is money in iron,” said he, 
“and it would be of great advantage to 
the state if this region could receive the 


capital and labor tha it deserves to. rp-, 


ceive.” 
The Archaean Formations. 


The northeastern and north central part 
of the state is called ¢ Dr. Spencer the 
crystalline region. It is here That archaean 
and other metamorphic rocks are found. 
This geological division of the state is rep- 
resented on the map by the letter “B.” 
“B” represents the mounfainous region 
where gold is found. It is from this. sec- 
tion that the petition from the citizens 
and miners for the removal of Dr. Spencer 
has come. They claim that the department 
has ignored them and their _in- 
terests. When ODr. Spencer was 
been yes&rday and asked how his 
report touched on this region he said that 
it would receive its due recognition from 
the report as it had received from the de- 
partment. He says, however, that he 
thinks it of more importance to the iron 
region of the state to have that developed 
by scientific research fhan the gold mining 
region for the simple reason that the aver- 
age cost of mining gold is dollar for dollar, 
and the pref is very sma!l arising from 
the best of gold mines unless it be an ex- 
traordinary vein. . 

If there was any money mining gold 
in this country,” said Dr. Spencer, “gold 
would lose its value.” 

The Cretaceous Division. 

One of the most interesting of all is the 
cretaceous division. This is represented in 
the map by the letter “C,” and extends 
around Columbus and the country just 
south of that city. It primarily means a 
chalky formation of earth. It is in strata 
the like of this that artesian wells are 
easily bored. Dr. Spencer has made a 
great and special study of the artesian 
well question of the state and thinks it 
one of the most interesting parts of the 
state geological make-up. 

He says that it is very important to know 
where these wells are to be had, and for 
this reason it 1S a very interesting question 

for the geological yp tbe ony of the state 
to handle. e has devoted much space to 
artesian wells in the report that he is to 
make to the hoard tomorrow. 

The Tertiary Group. 


The younger part of the state from a 
geological standpoint is that part along 
the coast. This is called the tertiary group 
and fs presented on the figure by the letter 
‘D. here is a great fleal of interest in 
this region. It is here! that the state’s 
phosphate, interests are to be found. 

Dr Spencer hag quite a large collection 
of fossils found along the Georgia coast. 
He has said much of these in the report. 


Where the Trouble Lies. 


“Here is my report,” said the state geol- 
gist as he proudly placed his hand on a pile 
of manuscript large enough to fill an ordi- 
nary freight car, “and I shall submit it to 
the board with the full consciousness of 
having done my duty to the state as I -con- 
ceive that duty. I am sure the board will 
find from this report that I have not been 
careless in the work that fell to me. It 
must be remembered that the state has had 
no geological department before, and that 
the work for such a department the first few 
years Was necessarily very hard to organize 
and get in shape. rs 

“The great trouble has been that the law 
ache we pg 2 the Se ageiens made but little 
provision for’ me to popularize the d - 
ment. I have not been allowed by the ES 
to go before the bovis and show them from 
time to time what 1 was doing. I have not 
been allowed to go to the annual meetings 
of the State Agricultural Society and tel] 
the farmers the mineral value of their lands. 
I have not been allowed to write articles for

“Does the outside world know anything 
about the mineral research that has been 
going on in ia under the operation of 
the poological department?’ was asked. 

es, indeed. I am very often in receipt 
of letters from men desiring to know some- 
thing about the mineral resources of the 
state with a view to bringing capital here to 
establish mines. Here is a letter from the 
German consul. He writes to,ask about 
the feasibility of mining for beauxite in this 
state, having heard that there was an abun- 
dance of it in the northern part of the state. 

“Beauxite is a mineral from which alum- 
inijum is drawn most easily, and aluminium 
is a much needed article in manufacturing 
centers. It is used for making a very de- 
sirable alloy with iron for manufacturing 
durable castings. It is very valuable.” 

sls there very much of it in the state?” 

A great quantity in the northwestern re- 
gion of Georgia. In Polk and Floyd coun- 
ties there is much beauxite.

Whatley has been surveying the 
archean region of the state, which means 
the mountainous country above Atlanta ex- 
tending to North Carolina and east to South 
Carolina, He has been into all the gold

The number of 
men in the department is twenty-four, or 
an average of five men to each-apparatus. 
Chief Haney is improving the department, 
and is replacing the old apparatus with the 
latest improvements, and is making things 
hum all around. Only a few fires have been 
reported lately and have been extinguished 
with but little damage.

He will 
ye remain out of the city more than a few 

ays.

NO FOREIGN POWERS MUST INTERFERE 


If It Is Found to Be Best for All Parties 
the Sandwich Isisnds May Be 
Annexed. 


- —_—_—_— 


The proposition from the provisional gov- 
ernment of Hawaii that the United States 
should annex the Sandwich islands revives 
the discussion of the extension that ought 
to be given to the Monroe doctrine. Is the 
operation of the doctrine limited to the 
ocean boundaries of thé North and South 
American continents, or can it be lawfully 
extended to the islands that are naturally 
within the map of the western hemisphere? 

What Is the Monrve Doctrine? 

That is the plain matter that must de- 
termine this question. The essence of the 
doctrine has been the real policy of this 
government from its foundation, but the 
necessity for giving it a definite announce- 
ment did not arise until 1823, when Spain 
was endeavoring to subdue the revolts of 
some of her South American colonies. It 
was clearly in line with the known views of 


Washington that John Quincy Adams, who- 


was President Monroe’s secretary of state, 
with the approval of Mr. Jefferson himself, 
wrote the famous passages that appeared 
in the message of Monroe that was sent to 
congress on the 1st of December, 1823, 
and that have ever since borne the designa- 
tion “The Monroe Doctrine.” In the fif- 
teenth congress Henry Clay had proposed 
the recognition of the Spanish-American 
republics and the discussions aroused by 
that proposal finally led to the formulation 
of the Monroe doctrine, which is summariz- 
ed as follows: 

1. “No interference in wars of European 
powers in matters relating to themselves. 

2. “We should consider any attempt of 
the allied powers of Europe to extend their 
system to any portion of this hemisphere 


‘as dengerous to our peace and safety.” 
3 


3. “No interference with existing foreign 
colonies.” eee ee 

4. “As to colonial dependeneies-that haye 
declared and maintained their independence, 
amd bpve beem recognized by this govern- 
ment. We could not view any 
interposition for the purpose of 
oppressing or controlling in any 
manner their destiny by any HKuropean 
country ip any other light than as a mani- 
festation of unfriendly disposition toward 
the Unfted States.” 

5. “It is the true policy of the govern- 
ment to leave the parties (Spain and the 
revolting republics) to themselves, in the 
hope that other powers will do the same. 
this, Bkice ‘Spain cannot subdue them, 
and since, if left alone, they would never 
voluntarily adopt a foreign political sys- 
tem.” : 

The Doctrine Fits the Present Case. 


An examination of the points in the above 
doctrine shows that taey are perfectly ap- 
plicable to the present case. The Ha- 
waiian islands are in the same situation 
that Brazil was when the United States 
recognized the success of the revolt against 
the imperial domination of Dom Pedro. 
This is as clear a case of the admitted 
right of the people to change the form of 
their internal government as was the case 
of the republican estabiishment in Brazil. 
Hawaii has been an independent kingdom 
and the pedple have guccessfully over- 
thrown the royal supremacy and are now 
entitled to seek the political autonomy or 
affiliation that may seem to them best for 
their future interests. According to the 
Monroe declarations England, or any other 
foreign power, with other political system 
than thatofarepublic, cannotclaim any 
shadow ef right to be heard or heeded 
in the furure procedures of that country. 
Geographically, politically and commercial- 
ly the interests of the United States are 
tbe paramount ones in the future polities 
of the Hawaiian islands, 

The Trend of American Sentiment. 


The position of most of the American 
newspapers and of our public men as well, 
has been to wait for the plain and full prop- 
osition of the waiian commissioners and 
then determine what our best interests de- 
mand should be done. If it should seem 
right and the best thing for all parties to 
annex the islands, there will be no hesitan- 
cy“in doing that by reason of any objections 
that England might have to the proceeding. 
While England has been busy all these 
years grabbing new territory in the cases of 
Cyprus, Egypt, Africa and in the Pacific 
dcean itself, she has justified her actions in 
the international discussions of her aggres- 
sions upon the grounds laid down in this 
Monroe doctrine—that is to say, that the 
United States had no right to question her 
acts because they did not touch the Ameri- 
can hemisphere. The United States are 
very apt to hold the old lady, Brittania, to 
the strictest letter of the bond and to the 
testimony of her self-made record in the 
matter ci absorbing territory without the 
formality of asking the consent of other 
powers. 

The Democratic Policy. 


It is not at all out of line with ancient 
democratic policy to favor the annexation 
of any territory or peoples that fall within 
the limits set by the Monroe doctrine— 
and that includes the whole of the western 
hemisphere, with its naturally associated 
islands. It was democratic policy that 
purchased Louisiana, annnexed Texas and 
jowe: Oadfornia, vindicated American 
rights {a Oregon as against the assumptions 
of England, secured through that stalwart 
democrat, Andrew Johnson, the purehase 
of Alaska, and, to go back a little, in 1860 
demanded the acqtfsition of Cuba as speed- 
ily as possible upon_any terms that would 
be honorable to the United States and just 
to Spain. So that it will be entirely in 
harmony with democratic di itions to 
annex the anxious and profitable people of 
the Hawaiian group of islands.

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The Farmers Making Surprising Demand 
for Them on Colonel Nesbitt, 


HE HAS ORDERS FOR THEM EACH MAIL 


A Mistaken Idea About the System of 
Sending Out Seeds- Other Gossip 
and News at the Capitol. 


7 


The way the farmers of Georgia are mak- 
ing demands upon the state department of 
agriculture for garden seeds is truly won- 
derful. 

The idea seems to have gone abroad that 
the state has a huge warehouse filled with 
all kinds of sceds for the farm and garden, 
aud that all that bas to be done is to ask for 
them and they will be dished out unstint- 
ingiy to this man or that. 

Just how such an idea has gone forth to 
delude the farmers of the state who are 
sending in great long lists of names of their 
friends for their share of the garden seeds 
is a thing which is well calculated to ac- 
count for the look of utter consternation aud 
perplexity on the faces of the men at the 
agricultural department about mail time 
every day. 

Several years ago the state of Georgia, 
through its agricultural department, began 
the commendable enterprise of sending out 
each year a swall quantity of some uew va- 
riety of seeds for experiment’ on the farm. 
The simple purpose was to encourage a new 
aud improved variety of cotton, corn, peas, 
or Whatever the case may be. The seeds 
were sent to a number of farmers, not as a 
special favor to that particular farmer, nor 
to save him the expense of buying seeds, but 
for him to co-operate with the department 
in experimenting with that certain 
class of seed and report to the 
departmeut. in the fall, or after the har- 
vest, how the variety turned vut, whetner 
it was an improvement ov some other kind 
of seed or whether it was suited to this cli- 
mate, etc. 

From year to year this custom on the part 
of the succeeding commissioners of agricui- 
ture has been kept alive and each spriug 
small quantities of some interesting new va- 
riety of seed are sent out to numbers of far- 
mers for the purposes named. Commissioner 
Nesbitt has been glad to introduce a number 
of new varieties of farm and garden seeds, 
and has found in mauvy instances that they 
are more successful than he had faucied 
they would be in this climate. 

But, further than this plan of experiment, 
he has no authority from the state to deal 
as in the wholesale trade great quantities of 
garden seeds out to farmers whose names 
may be presented him. It would be a great 
tax upon the people of Georgia to pay for 
half the seeds for which application has been 
made from all over the state this winter, 
since Christmas. 

Some farmers send in their order lists, 
which ru far down a page of foolscap 
paper, ana which would supply any garden 
a whole year. Others sena*Rircat lista of 
nemes and addresses foy seed to be sent 
them. It is all very, very strange.
